I Each group of 'countries was- rep- 
resented by a' university: United 
States and.

The U.S.S.R. presented the first 
resolution, to the 'effect that the 
Inter-American Organization should 
cease to avoid its 'oijligàtlohs In in 
tervening In recurrent disturbances 
in the Western Hemisphere parti- 
cularly In the- Carrlbein area. 

•The U.S. then 'moved that' some 
thing be done by U.N; In conncc 
Hon with violations of the peace 
treaties, on the parts of .Hungary 
Romania and Bulgaria. This was 
followed by ah' Egyptian complaint 
that Jerusalem Wasn't being inter- 
nationalized.: and a request ' by 
Yugoslavia for an investigation of 
U.S.S.R/S interference into her 
affairs.' The session ended with a 
mottonk^the US.S.R. to outlaw 
tBe%inSUc Pact as a violation of 
the U.N/ Chapter. *None ^of ' the 
above were adopted, some being 
vetoed and some being defeated 

In a statement to the 'studenti. 
however, ■• Dr.' ;Reifs, Professor of 
Political Science ',at the V. . of St 
Lawrence ■ and ': ' Counselor to '. the 
U.S. Delegate to the U.N., express' 
ed the vle\v that, from an educa- 
tional , point of view, he was well 
satisfied with' the results obtained.

Dr; H. c. Cooke. Canadian geolo 
gist, will speak upon the geolosy 
ot the Sudbury district at a meet- 
ing ot^thé Montereglan Geological 
Society onLThursday,|Feb. 23, at 8 
l..m. In the^UnioïP'Caféterl». 

Born In Maltlmore,- Ontario, Dr. 
Cooke received the B.A. and M.A. 
degrees In chemistry from the Uni- 
versity of Toronto snd four years 
later after turning to geology, he 
won his Ph.D. In that' field at thtf 
University ot Chicago. 

He began work with the Gcologl 
cal Survey of Canada in 190S and 
spent over forty years ot continuous 
service with that body carrying out 
several geological investigations; 
some for academic Interests, others 
for their economic importance. 

The author of many Memoirs de- 
scribing mfipplng and various theor- 
ies on occurences of ore bodies, 
Dr. Cooke wrote considerably upon 
the' 'problems 'of Sudbury geology 
and the- Structure of Canadian ore 
deposits. 

His work has led him to many 
parts of Cai/ada, such as: the gold 
and base-metaP mineral belts of 
'western QUebec, the .asbestos-bear- 
ing region* "of - the .Eastern • Town- 
ships, and various mining districts 
of northern Ontario;' 

Now retired from the Survey, Dr, 
Cooke Is lecturing In ^geology at 
Loyola College.' He has been a mem 
ber .;o{{ the' Canadian Institute/ ot 
Mlning'ilnce 19M, 'and In ,1923 'was 
elected a 'Fellow of the Royal 
Society of Canada. ,

ence, where it has > taken place, has been imme-

What we arc wondering is whether these ac> 
tioiis reflect growing irresponsibility on the part 
of tnt^ students or a developing tendençy toward 
intrusion upon personal liberty by those in au- 
thority. The international scene at present af- 
lords a similar dark and wearying spectacle of 
investigations . and incjuisitions. nWc arc 'not 
suggesting that tiniversily presidents are search- 
ing out 'their studént Alger Hisses or persecut- 
ing Ufiivcrsity Judith Copions, but perhaps un- 
consciously Uicy have become unduly sensitive 
aboui ,what constitutes an irresponsible or 
dangerous action. Wc have long thought that 
students would have to go a great deal farther 
than thc.\ seem to have gone. before tliey .would 
be dangerous or before their, actions would war- 
rant interference. ..Theré; is. j;more. that is un- 
pleasant in the presidential' action than in the 
students' indiscretion.- In the long run, the. au- 
thorities are setting a precedent that could be 
dangerous. Wc might be all wrong about this 
ominous trend, but enough has happened lately 
to make us stop and think about it.

Before 1667jiCànïdà 
was a colony in evcry~.sense^orthc 
word, with the control of its' dcis- 
tlny In British hands.^Twenty years 
prior to ConfederaiipnftKe 
achieved some degree' of responsible 
governmenl when the custom grew 
up ithat ,'ibe ]8ove);'nor-gèhéral°'.fol 
low the wishes of the parliament 
and its ministers. 

When self-government was con 
ferred upon Canada,.: the. country 
did not become, an . independent 
state, but was rather a colony with 
certain, rl'ghjs.fpr.'^ home-rule. .One 
of the bas{c?rfgliU 'ib dev'elop is 'a 
capitalist stale was hot, Implicit .'iii 
Confederation, but developed short- 
ly afterward when Canada asserted 
her power to impose tariffs. If 
Canada . was to become industrial- 
ized it heeded ] à' tariff wall, and 
thb;^ protectionist ' policy . was . car-, 



ried out. by Sir John A. .MacOonald 
and hls' foilQwers. The.'perlod^from 
the 1870's to-1000 was 'oite^f very 
high tariffs which was so success- 
ful a policy thai Industry grew to 
five times Its' former, strength.

Thc-Statute of 
Westminster in 1031 stated that the 
Commonwealth cot|ntries were in- 
dependent, autonomous natioiis It 
finaiiy. . acknôwléilgod the facts 
This . left ^Cariada'i'.dcpcndent on 
Britain In only thfcc respects— the 
retention of tho Privy Council In 
London as tlic final court-of appeal
